In this year when there 
is such a demand for that form of the 
produce ofthe earth, itis possible that

out Ontario are beginning to learn of 
the value of A.berta oute, In my short 
stay in Ontario [ met a couple of men 
who deal in that kind of thing, who 
sang in loud tones the virtues of Al- 
berts oats. One dealer a few monthe 
ago came to the conclusion that: the 
far.ners in his locality were holding him 
np on the out question, He had heard 
of the virtue of Alberta oats and rent 
west for sume, He found that he could 
pay freight, all rail, on oats from Al- 
berta, and gave something like seven 
vents a bushel upon them, How ia that 
for weetern prices on grain? 

And what a difference in the article. 
They both told me that in future noth- 
ing but the western grain tor them, 
They would bear the brunt of the criti- 
ciam of the local farmers who called 
out fur home producte, and pay ten 
cents & bushel more to get the western 
grain,
